Machine for Reducing Wood. 











The illustration shows the design of Ritchie’s 
machine for reducing wood for paper-stock. 
It consists of a grinding stone (fixed so as 
to be incapable of horizontal movement) 
and having means for vertical adjustment 
for the purpose of taking up wear; a ro- 
tary feed or wood box located above the 
stone and supported upon the upper end of a 
shaft, by which it receives its rotary motion, 
and which runs in a stuffing-box in the centre 
of the grinding-stone ; a follower occupying 
the top of the feed-box above the wood, and 
having means regulated by a suitable valve for 
maintaining a constant pressure of the follower 
upon the wood ; a water-pipe set within grooves 
in the stuffing-box and gland, and having at its 
upper end an annular head or supply aperture 
for supplying water in a continuous sheet to 
the grinding-surface, and a stone curb or trough 
surrounding the stone and projecting above the 
grinding-surface, to receive the pulp and con- 
duct it off by means of a suitable spout. 

Figure 1 represents a vertical section of the 
machine, cutting the follower and the wood-box 
in the plane indicated by the lines 5 5, Figs. 3 
and4. Fig. 2 is a plan view of the same, the 
pressure-cylinder being omitted. Fig. 3 is a 
plan view of the follower taken from below. 
Fig. 4 is a plan of the feed or wood box. Fig. 5 
is a detail view of the water supply apparatus 
to a larger scale. 


1is a shell or casing, preferably cylindrical 
in shape, mounted upon any suitable base, 2. 
The grinding-stone 3 is held within and pre- 
vented from horizontal movement by the block 
ls, inserted between the casing 1 and the stone, 
and forming the bottom of the pulp-trough, 
aud thus serving the double office of guide for 
stone and bottom of the pulp-trough. While 
thus restricted in horizontal movement, it has 
freedom of vertical movement within the guide 
1*. The stone 3 is supported upon any suit- 
able number of screw-standards, 4, fixed so as 
to be incapable of rotary movement in the base 
of the stone. Such standards screw into an 
equal number of gear or sprocket pinions, 5, 
which have rotary bearing within a single 
frame, 6, or a number of brackets supported 
from the. frame of the machine. An upright 
shaft, 7, bearing a hand-wheel, 8, upon its up- 
per end, and upon its lower end a gear or 
sprocket wheel, 9, serves to rotate the pinions, 
5, through the medium of a gear or sprocket 
chain, 10, and thus by simultaneously raising 
the screw-standards 4 to force up the grind- 
ing-stone when necessary to take it up for 
wear. 

11 is the cylindrical or otherwise formed 
shell of the feed-box, within which the wood 
to be disintegrated and reduced to pulp is 
packed. This feed-box is provided with a cen- 
tral sleeve or core, 12, having any suitable 
number of radiating arms, 13, integrally formed 
with and serving to support the shell. The 
wood-box proper, 14, is preferably square in 
cross-section, for convenience in packing the 
wood, and is included within the cylindrical 
shell. The vertical driving-shaft 15, to which 
rotary motion is transmitted by any suitable 
means, has bearing wishin a stuffing-box, 16, 
placed axially of the grinding-stone, or within 
the base of the machine, and is keyed at its 
upper end to the core 12 of the feed-box, serving, 
when rotated, to impart rotary motion to the 
feed-box, and forcing the contained wood or 
other material in contact with the grinding- 
stone 3 at a high rate of rotation, thus tearing 
or grinding off the fibres of the wood or other 
material in suitable condition for the manu- 
facture of pulp therefrom. 


In order that the wood or other material 
contained in the feed-box may be forced 
against the grinding-surface with a constant 
pressure, there is a follower consisting of a 
number of blocks, 17, fixed to a head plate or 
frame, 18, and at such distances asunder as to 
allow the passage between them of the support- 
ing-arms 13 of the feed-box. The follower is 
made of such size as to occupy the entire space 
of the wood-box, and is guided in a vertical 
path by the walls of the box. Arranged verti- 
cally above the follower is a cylinder, 19, havy- 
ing a piston-rod, 20, packed within heads of the 
cylinder, and connected at its lower end to the 
follower by ball-and-socket joint 21, so formed 
as to give freedom of rotary motion to but pre- 
vent relative vertical motion of the follower. 
Supply and exhaust pipes 22 are let into the 
cylinder-heads for the purpose of supplying 
water, steam or other fluid to one or the other 
side of the piston, according to whether it is de- 
sired to force the follower downward in or to 


lift it from the feed-box. Both pipes 22 may 
connect with the same supply-pipe, having a 
suitable four-way cock, by which the supply 
and discharge of both pipes are simultaneously 
effected at the will of the operator. 

With similar machines as heretofore con- 
structed it has been found impossible to render 
sufficiently constant the pressure of the fol- 
lower upon the material within the feed- 
box, and the consequent force of contact be- 
tween such material and the face of the grind- 
ing-stone. A consequent result is the produc- 
tion of slivers of irregular size. To enable the 
equalization to a nicety of such pressure, there 
is applied to the upper head of the cylinder a 
valve, 23, having a weight or spring, 24, by 
which the regulation of hydrostatic or steam 
pressure on the upper side of the piston is ef- 
fected. 

For elevating the follower, hydrostatic or 
other fluid pressure is preferably supplied 
through the lower cylinder-head ; in lieu there- 
of or in conjunction therewith, other lifting ap- 
paratus may be employed for the application of 





which the upper end of the piston-rod may be 
provided with a ring, 25, as -hown. 

To aid the reduction of the wood or other ma- 
terial to pulp, water is applied to the grinding- 
surface by the following means: A supply-pipe, 
26, provided with a valve, 27, for regulating the ' 
amount of water, is set within grooves in the 
outer surfaces of the stuffing-box 16 and gland 
82, and discharges at its upper end into a flat- 
tened annular chamber, 28, having at top a 
number of perforations, 29, through which the 
water flows and impinges against the under con- 
cave surface of a saucer-shaped annular ring, 
30, in such manner that the water will be forced 
out in a continuous stream from the circular 
aperture provided between the top of the cham- 
ber 28 and the ring 30. The aggregate area of 
the perforations 29 is made greater than the 
whole area of the circular opening, so that water 
will pass therethrough with considerable force. 
This arrangement of a reservoir-chamber hav- 
ing several supply-passages to the distributing- 
plate insures the supply of a uniform sheet of 
water surrounding the centre of the stone. The 
distributing head 28 30 is supported by means of 
rods 31, received into grooves in the flange of 
the gland 32, and, passing downward, occupy 
grooves in the stuffing-box, in which they are 
fastened, soas to be capable of ready removal, 
by means of screws. The under surface of the 
reservoir-chamber 28, being at a constant dis- 
tance from {and immediately above the sur- 
face of the stone, takes the place of a bosom- 
board. 

For the production of a tight joint a rubber 
or gum gasket may be placed between the adja- 
cent surfaces of stone and chamber. The pulp 
thus formed on the grinding surface is thrown 
out toward the periphery of the stone, and suffi- 
cient clearance being allowed between the stone 
and bottom of the shell 11, it drops into the 
trough formed between the circular stone-curb 
1 and the stone, and is conducted oif by dis- 
charge spouts or pipes 33. 

The head or nozzle 28 30 of the water-supply 
pipe is set, as shown, immediately below the 
core 12, which is supported therefrom by the 
shoulder 34 on the shaft, and the core is hollowed 
out or provided with a projecting rim or flange, 


35, covering the discharge-nozzle and protecting 
it from injury by the wood of the feed-box. 





Process of Manufacturing Cellu- 
lose from Wood, &c. 





In Dabl’s process for the manufacture of cel- 
lulose from wood and other vegetable sub- 
stances, the-comminuted wood, straw, esparto, 
and the like are boiled under pressure in 
wrought-iron vessels free from lead lining, con- 
taining a hydrated solution in which are con- 
tained sodium salts, partly in the form of sul- 
phate of soda, carbonate of soda, soda hydrate, 
and sulphide of sodium. One hundred kilogs. 
(about two hundred and twenty pounds avoir- 
dupois) of half-dried pine wood require about 
twenty-six kilogs. of the above-named salts in 
solution; straw or alfa (esparto), about ten to 
twelve kilogs. Pine or fir wood requires five to 
ten atmospheres overpressure, the strength of 
the sodium solution being 6° to 14° Baumé, the 
time of boiling thirty to four hours. Straw or 
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alfa (esparto) require two to five atmospheres 
overpressure, the strength of the sodium solution 
being 5° to 8° Baumé, and duration of boiling 
eight to three hours. By the boiling process the 
incrustations combine with the sodium solutions; 
the cellular matter remains uninjured in a loose 
consistency. After the boiling is completed the 
brownish-black lye is blown off into iron basins 
for the purpose of afterward recovering the 
sodium salts. The remaining cell matter is 
washed with warm water in the boiler or other 
suitable receptacle, and is then manufactured 
into paper pulp, in the well-known way, by 
means of a Hollender or pulp engine, and 
bleached with a solution of chloride of lime. 
The color of the unbleached mass is yellowish- 
gray; that of the bleached mass pure white or 
slightly but a clear yellowish, according to the 
degree of bleaching. 


Sulphate of soda serves for the production 
of the sodium solution. The sulphate dissolved 
in water is boiled with about 20 to 30 per cent. 
of burnt lime. The lye thus prepared is already 
serviceable for boiling; but it receives its proper 
composition by the addition of the salts re- 
gained from the sulphate solution after the boil- 
ing process. The lye, after being used, is forced 
into an evaporating oven for the purpose of re- 
gaining the salts, is strongly calcined, and a/ter 
thus being deprived of gas is drawn from the 
oven as a cake-like mass, washed, and the re- 
sultant solution used for the preparation of 
fresh lye. 

For obtaining pure salts without the admix- 
ture of carbon, the thickened lye is drawn from 
the evaporating-oven and is fused in a calcin- 
ing-oven at a dark-red heat. The fused mass, 
after cooling, assumes a reddish-brown color, 
is readily soluble in water, and has approxi- 
mately the following composition: 16 per cent, 
sulphate of soda, 50 per cent. carbonate of 
soda, 20 per cent. sodium sulphide, 4 per 
cent, diverse non-essential matters. This com- 
position is very variable, according to the 
properties of the boiled matter, but without in- 
fluencing the dissolving power of the solution 
afterward prepared therefrom. The salt which 
is regained should be dissolved as soon as pos- 
sible, or guarded against the influence of at- 


mospheric air. By the process of boiling 
and regaining, about 10 to 15 per cent. of the 
salts in the solution is lost. In general prac- 
tice the losses are replaced in the prepara- 
tion of the lye by sulphate of soda. For 
the solution are taken 85 to 90 per cent. of 
regained salt and 15 to 10 per cent, of sul- 
phate, which mixture, boiled with 20 to 23 per 
cent. of burnt lime, yields the proper lye. With 
10 per cent. of loss a clear watery solution is 
taken for the lye, in which are contained 90 
kilogs. of regained salt ; 10 kilogs. of sulphate 
are added, and the solution in which are con- 
tained 100 kilogs. (about 220 pounds) of salts in 
the already-named proportion is boiled with 20 
kilogs. of burnt lime. If the loss amounts to 15 
per cent., then 15 kilogs. of sulphate are added 
to 85 kilogs. of regained salt, the whole being 
boiled with 23 kilogs. of lime. In the case of 20 
per cent. loss, 80 kilogs. of regained salts and 20 
kilogs. of sulphate are taken for the solution, and 
are boiled together with 25 kilogs. of lime. If 
25 per cent. of sulphate is to be added, 75 kilogs. 
of regained salts, 25 kilogs. of sulphate, and 28 
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kilogs. of burned lime are taken for the solu- 
tion. In regular operation the uttermost limit 
of sulphate addition should be 30 per cent., 70 
kilogs. of regained salts, 30 kilogs. of sulphate 
and 82 kilogs. of burned lime. The proportion 
of salts contained in the boiling solution is, on 
an average, 37 percent, sulphate of soda, 8 per 
cent. carbonate of soda, 24 per cent. soda hy- 
drate, 28 per cent. sodium sulphide, 3 per cent. 
diverse combinations. ‘This composition is very 
varying according to the qualities of the mate- 
rials to be boiled. 

The transfer from the soda-hydrate treatment 
to the described treatment with sulphate is ac- 
complished in the preparation of the lye by re- 
placing the losses of soda hydrate by the sul- 
phate instead of by soda, and then with the dis- 
appearing of the hydrate gradually reducing the 
addition of lime during the boiling of the solu- 
tion from 45 per cent. to from about 20 to 23 per 
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Swedish versus German Acid Pulp 
Manufacture. 





By a GERMAN MANUFACTURER. 


According to the highest computation, the en- 
tire production of those papers to which cellu- 
lose can be applied amounts in Germany to two 
million ewts. It is universally known that the 
consumption of cellulose in no way depends 
upon the value of the same. Rags naturally are 
still the materials most preferred by the paper 
makers,and consumers, even when cellulose is 
used, feel no difference. I believe Iam not ex- 
aggerating when I say that, of those two million 
ewts., only about one million are prepared with 
cellulose. This might possibly reach to one and 
a half millions, but it would be difficult to reach 
the extreme height, as the consumption of cellu- 
lose and the price of rags stand to one another in 
inverse ratio. If we take the quantity of paper 
prepared with cellulose at one and a half million 
cwts, the quantity of cellulose used will be 300,000 
cewts, dry goods, If we set against this calculation 
the production of cellulose, we find the Geman 
alkali cellulose delivered in round figures 228,000 


cwts. ; to this must be added the not unimpor- 
tant import from Sweden. To these older man- 
ners of production has now been added the sul- 
phite process, and, as appears by the report, 
nineteen of Mitscherlisch’s licenses are found in 
German hands. Of these nineteen licenses only 
a few have succeeded in establishing a regular 
production. Only one manufactory exists which 
has attained to a production of 40 or 45 wagons 
monthly. Two or three establishments are 
closed. What would happen if all the manu- 
facturers on the Mitscherlisch system produced 
to their full extent, which would involve a turn 
over of 456,000 cwts.? Andthisis notall. The 
fall of the Mitscherlisch patents opens the way 
for an army of processes which have hitherto 
been excluded from Germany, and a gigantic 
overproduction results! Only one thing can 
remedy this—export. But, as Dr. Mitscherlisch 
has observed, foreign countries are fast manu- 
facturing cellulose in a way to close an iron 
ring on the German exports. 


With regard to the quality, we move in nar- 
row limits. What constitutes the chief value of 
those goods is toughness. This is acknowledged 
by all. In the second places comes purity. Here 
the limits are still narrower. Absolute purity is 
unattainable; but a degree of purity is obtained, 
though the natural conditions of the raw ma- 
terial render the cost so heavy as to be barely 
payable. On the other hand, the demand for 
quite pure cellulose is very small. For the mass 
of consumers, toughness is the great qualifica- 
tion, and a degree of purity satisfies them such 
as is generally obtained by the better firms of 
makers with a little care. A manufacturer 
known to me, who had worked with all his re- 
sources to obtain a pure article, made the dis- 
covery that the cheaper, equally tough but less 
pure article sold better than the purer article, 
the sale of which was limited to specialties. 

There remains as the best means of compe- 
tition, cheaper production. The considera- 
tion of this is of a twofold character. On one 
side,'the price of raw materials and cost of labor; 
on the other side, the special extraordinary 
expenses connected with this branch of manufac- 
ture. Very few German manufacturers are in 
the lucky position to be able to obtain wood to the 
extent of their consumption ; which is different 
in Sweden, where at the cheapest price whole 
forests can be obtained in the immediate neigh- 
borhood. It is true this cannotlast forever ; 
but can we Germans last itout? These require 
a capital which is hardly as yet known to our 
younger manufacturers, or only in a narrow 
degree. Our thick population and our highly 
developed land culture causes, both on trade 
and hygienic reasons, the purity of the natural 
water-courses to be watched, and places great 
difficulties in the way of the sulphate process 
which only by payment of money can be 
approximately removed. As in the first point, 
so in the second ; the greater part of the foreign 
countries are in a more favorable position than we 
Germansare. The difficulties which hamper the 
German productions are not found in Sweden and 
very little in Austria. There the sulphate trade 
does not come into collision with an extensive 
land cultivation, a thick population or other 
branches of trade depending on the purity of 
the water. While in Germany we suffer all 
sorts of hindrances by government decrees, in 
those countries, on the contrary, it is the interest 
of the gavornment to foster the trade in the 
highest degree. Certainly the competing foreign 
countries bave every chance of cheaper produc- 
tion.—Paper Trade Review. 
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Fireproof Paper. 

A fireproof paper is made by a combination 
of asbestus and infusorial earth. 

About forty parts, in bulk, of fine or disin- 
tegrated asbestus fibre, and about sixty parts of 
what is known as “‘infusorial earth” are taken 
and placed in a dry state in an ordinary beating 
engine, and then sufficient water is added while 
the machine is in operation to beat the mass into 
a pulp just thin enough to form upon an ordi- 
nary cylinder. The web is taken from the cyl- 
inder and finished in the usual manner. The as- 
bestus fibre is long enough to give strength and 
elasticity to the paper, and the infusorial earth, 
which is a good non-conductor of heat and fire- 
proof, forms a filler or padding, the two adher- 
ing together strongly and forming a flexible 
paper, which may be used wherever ordinary 
paper-board is employed, it differing, however, 
from ordinary board in being fireproof. 

The infusorial earth should be calcined before 
use to free it from impurities not firep: oof. 

If desired, and ip some instances a small 
quantity of lime, starch or other cementitious 
substance is added. 

The proportion of asbestus 
earth may be varied.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 28, 1884. 

The paper trade interests of Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania are holding their own very well under the 
unfavorable influences which have been at work 
during the past year or so. Some establish- 
ments are running full time; others are less 
favored. Demand is not active enough to call for 
the maximum production which the capacity al- 
lows. Manufacturers, in a general way, consider 
themselves fortunate if they make the actual 
running expenses of their establishments. Some 
few, it would seem, are not able to do even that 
much. However, the general tone of the trade is 
good, and hopes are indulged in that an improve- 
ment is near at hand. Wood fibre is increasing 
in general use. The supply of foreign rags is 
keeping up to such limits as to depress the price 
of domestic rags, and to make business in that 
line very dull. 

A careful inquiry into the paper trade inter- 
ests among the manufacturers and dealers in 
this city shows that the concerns manufacturing 
the finer grades of writing paper are doing a 
fair business and making a little profit out of 
their productions, but this department of the 
paper business is relatively small compared to 
the entire industry. The paper mills making 
the lower grades of paper do not report any 
great activity, and complain of the narrowness 
of profits and the general backwardness of de- 
mand. Large buyers are doing in this branch 
of trade as they are doing in all others, namely, 
deferring the supplying of their requirements, 
excepting for small lots to carry them along 
from week to week. The advantage is with the 
buyer; competition among the manufacturers 
is unduly active for trade interests, unless the 
obstacles to further increase of capacity may be 
considered as an advantage. 

A good many of the larger establishments 
are running and throwing stock upon the mar- 
ket, more for the purpose of holding trade and 
keeping smaller manufacturers out, than for 
the sake of the profit there is in paper making. 
Some of the smaller concerns, seeing the pre- 
dicament in which they were likely to be 
placed, have been increasing their capacity. 
There is something in the nature of a struggle 
going on between the larger and smaller man- 
ufacturers of paper of nearly all kinds. The 
smaller concerns see that they must make more 
paper in order to make it cheaper, so as to be 
the better able to compete with the larger con- 
cerns, but in so doing they are brought face to 
face with the difficulty that the market does 
not want their paper, andif it is taken, it is 
subjected to such close competition as to almost 
discourage further production. This rather 
suicidal policy is responsible for the considera- 
bly increased production, for the past year, 
and for the consequent accumulation of stocks 
and their resulting low prices. The manufac- 
turers of paper who are making wood fibre for 
their own use can manufacture it for about 3c. 
to 3i¢c. per pound, but parties who are making 
it to supply the trade are obliged to sustain the 
additional expense of drying and packing it 
for shipment, and where competition is un- 
usually close, to deliver it, thereby bringing 
the cost of production up to about 4c. per 
pound. It can, therefore, be easily seen that 
wood pulp at 4c. barely pays. 

Megargee Brothers, 20 S. 6th st., report no 
advance in paper of any kind, and say that the 
paper trade generally is very quiet, though 
perhaps not more so than a good many other in- 
dustries; they are doing afair amount of busi- 
ness comparatively, but prices are too low to be 
satisfactory. 

J. G. Ditman & Co., 3058. 6th st., are one of 
the fortunate concerns who manage to keep 
busy when others are not so busy. They report 
a depression, more or less general, in the paper 
trade, but their contracts are such as to enable 
them to run on full time and with their full 
number of hands. The death of M. S. Bulk- 
ley, a former member of this firm, and the 
father-in-law of the present head of the firm, 
has been recently announced. Mr. Bulkley re- 
tired from the firm on the Ist of July, 1879, 
since which time the firm has been under the 
direction of J. G. Ditman, under whose wise 
and excellent management the business has 
grown to its present immense proportions. 

Dealers in paper chemicals state that the ad- 
vance in bleach which took place some time 
ago, of some 80 to 90 per cent. has already de- 
clined to about 75 per cent., and will gradually 
work back to its legitimate level. About the 
usual quantities of bleach soda ash and caustic 
soda are moving in the markets, and the arrivals 
from abroad are not likely to decline at pre- 
sent. 

A prominent importer said to your corres- 
pondent that some experiments were on foot 
relative to the manufacture of bleach in this 
country, and althongh it has heretofore been 
thought that the conditions here were not suffi- 
ciently favorable, if it can be successfully pro- 
duced here at a low enough price, it will pro- 
bably serve to control the price of the imported

Holyoke Notes. 


(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 





Hotyoxe, Mass., April 24, 1884, 

On invitation of the Stationers’ Board of 
Trade, the manufacturers are signing a petition 
to Congress, to give a favorable consideration to 
the bill introduced by Congressman W. E. Rob- 
inson, of Brooklyn, reducing letter postage to 
one cent after July 1, 1885. Of course the paper 
makers are all in sympathy with this move- 
ment, for it would make a much larger con- 
sumption of paper. Besides increasing the 
amount of correspondence, the one-cent postage 


would kill off the postal-card almost entirely, 
and for every card displaced a sheet of paper 
and envelope must be used. The early success 
of the two cent rate shows that the reduction 
increases the number of stamps sold very large- 
ly, and while the revenue might fall off at first 
with a one-cent rate, the department would 
soon be self-sustaining. Statistics from the 
Springfield post-office show that the sale of 
postal-cards has materially fallen off since the 
letter-postage was reduced to two cents. 

The water keeps high, but is a little cleaner 
than it was last week. The mills will all be glad 
to see the river fall and the water clear up, so 
that they can make clean paper. There has 
been more trouble with the water this year than 
usual, the long thawin February starting the 
trouble. Most of the mills are running on ad- 
vance orders, but it is said that some would not 
object to alittle more crowding by their cus- 
tomers. Not much paper is being piled up in 
the mills, and it is a wonder where the immense 
product all goes to. 

The Holyoke Envelope Company, not content 
with a rushing business in commercial envel- 
opes and papeteries, has added an art depart- 
ment to its other branches. In this there will be 
sold a large variety of fancy goods for house 
decoration, including bronze and _ imitation 
bronze plaques, figures, armor, medalions, &c., 
also ornamental brass and tile work, variously 
mounted in satin, plush and other rich settings. 
The company has set apart a room in its manu- 
factory for the exhibition of these goods, and 
will soon have it elegantly fitted up with cur- 
tains and fine carpeting, stained glass, &c. 

The Whiting Paper Company has just sent 
$300 worth of paper as a free contribution to 
the soldiers’ fair which opens next month at 
Richmond, Va. The fair is for the purpose of 
raising money for a home for disabled Confed- 
erate soldiers, and is under the joint manage- 
ment of Northern and Southern veteran asso- 
ciations. 

Calvin Whiting, superintendent of the Massa- 
soit Paper Mill, died of pneumonia last Friday. 
Mr. Whiting was a life-long paper maker, hav- 
ing been in the work as superintendent since 
1850, when he was employed in that position by 
D. & J. Ames, of Chicopee Falls. He had charge 
of the building of the Greenleaf & Taylor 
Paper Mill at Huntington in 1853, and staid 
there as superintendent for fourteen years. He 
afterward went to West Cummington and Phila- 
delphia and has lived in Holyoke since 1871. 
He was a man who always commanded the re- 
spect of his employes, and was particularly 
popular with the people under him in the differ- 
ent mills. At the funeral on Monday the rooms 
of his home were reserved for the employes of 
the Massasoit Mill, and eight men from among 
them served as pall bearers. He leaves a 
widow, a son and two daughters. The son, 
Charles G. Whiting, is one of the editors of the 
Springfield Republigan. 

The Holyoke Card and Paper Company has de- 
cided to remove to Brightwood (Springfield), 
where land has been given it for a factory. The 
company must change its name again and drop 
the ‘‘ Holyoke.” 

R. 8S. Syms, assistant superintendent at the 
Syms & Dudley Paper Mill, has resigned to ac- 
cept a similar place in the West Ware Paper 
Company’s Mill, where he is a stockholder. 

Joseph Lloyd, foreman of the loft at the 
Hampshire Mill for sixteen years, has left that 
place to take charge of the Carew loft. H.

The past week has developed but little change 
in the paper trade. City representatives of the 
various paper interests are almost unanimous in 
reporting trade generally as very dull, though 
I might except the paper dealers who are flour- 
ishing on small profits. This branch of the trade 
seems to be the most active just now, and from 
what I can learn the most profitable. Dealers 
are not selling paper without a profit even if the 
mills do make it at a loss. Still, the profits real- 
ized by dealers is very small, and a large house 
must dispose of several tons a day to pay labor 
and clerks. 

In paper stocks the market is very quiet. 
What activity there is, is mostly on the part of 
the jobbers themselves, and they have to hustle 
around quite actively from place to place to un- 
load stock. The arrivals for the past week have 
been larger than for some time back, but the 
stock is most all sold ahead and very little going 
into store, Just at this season of the year, when 
mills are running up close to their supply, pre- 
paratory to stock taking, a large amount of bu- 
siness is not expected by stock dealers. During 
May, however, they seem to think that the trade 
will brighten up a little. Some small sales of 
gunny are reported at 2c. Very little domestic 
stock is being offered and prices are no higher. 

As illustrative of the vicissitudes incidental to 
paper-stock dealers during the present state of 
the market a very good story is told about a 
Boston jobber who spent a part of last week in 
Holyoke. He had interviewed a number of the 
mills anxious to close out a few tons of rags 
but it was a bad day for rags and buyers were 
not numerous. After making several at- 
tempts to dispose of his stock, he at last struck 
a mill that he thought ought to have some stock, 
so he displayed his samples and quoted a low 
price, but ‘‘Barkis wasn’t willing” to buy. 
“Tell you what I’ll do,” said the paper maker, 
** I'll give you so much for the lot.” The price 
offered was way down, and the Boston rag 
dealer turned pale. ‘‘ Well,” said he, “if I take 
your offer I have got to walk back to Boston,” 
and then reflecting a moment he added, “ take 
the rags. I’ve concluded to walk.” He reached 
the city Sunday morning looking dusty and 
careworn, and remarked to a friend who 
chanced to meet him at the depot that he had 
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passed a weary night—sat up with a sick friend— 
just getting home. 

The bleach market is reported a little firmer 
this week, being quoted at 1.95c. to 2c. Sullivan’s 
bleach and Matherson’s at 2.10c. Very little 
bleach is offering on the spot, and dealers claim 
that the supply on hand is very small. Quota- | 
tions for soda ash are 1.45c. to 1}¢c. Caustic soda, 
2.95c. to 3c. for 60 per cent. Sal soda is reported 
higher on the other side, and is held here at 1}<c. 
to 1,15c, to arrive ; small jobbing lots at 1,17}¢c. 
to 1.20c. from store.

But there are a few mills where boards seem to 
have a hold on the trade, and these mills find an 
outlet for their entire product. Boards are 
quoted here at $30 to $35 per ton as per quality. 
Though the market is unsettled manufacturers 
are unwilling to contract for future deliveries 
at present prices, and city dealers are advised 
to avoid such orders. This is certainly a healthy 
indication. 

The pulp lined box boards, handled by Spauld- 
ing & Tewksbury, are having a very good 
sale. These boards are specially adapted for 
box makers use. White, manilla and fancy 
colored boards always in stock. The Ohio 
Paper Company’s mills at Niles, Mich., have 
since first starting on this line of boards, some 
four months ago, been kept running full time, 
with no complaint of overproduction. 

Straw wrappings are unchanged in price, 
though the trade seems to be improving a little 
in the way of sales from jobbers’ hands. 

The Stationers’ and Printers’ Exchange, though 
only open a week, is being utilized by the trade 
quite freely. The rooms are very pleasant and 
the conveniences offered receive encouraging 
comments from patrons. Among the visitors 
to the exchange during the past week 
were: Chas.

In fact, the entire work, so far 
as any practical results were expected to be 
developed, was left with the several sub- 
divisions. 

We certainly hope that the gentlemen to 
whom this trust has been confided will be 
ready to make a satisfactory report. 
Should nothing better result in this re- 
spect than what we have heard in the past, 
we shall begin to despair of even seeing 
the trade act in unison. 

But, has anything been done up to this 
time? We know of one meeting called by 
one of the vice-presidents at Louisville in 
October last, which was quite well attend- 
ed by Western manufacturers, and by the 
Secretary of the Association and a few 
other Eastern men, and we don’t doubt 
that Mr. Rubell will be able to make an in- 
teresting, if not a very satisfactory, report. 
He has ample facilities for knowing the 
condition of the trade, outside of the data 
furnished at the October meeting. We 
therefore look for his report with great in- 
terest, inasmuch as there is a disposition 
in the West to deny the usefulness of a 
national association altogether. 

This is all that can be said of the 
‘“news” section. We have heard of no 
meetings of the book, writing, manilla or 
straw-wrapping branches, and the various 
vice-presidents seem to be silent. One of 
them lately wrote to us saying that he 
‘‘thought of calling a meeting of his 
branch.” We advised him to stop thinking 
about it, and call the meeting. There has 
been altogether too much “ thinking” and 
not enough ‘‘ work.” 

In spite of this apparent apathy on the 
part of a few, we are glad to see that there 
is a growing disposition among the mem- 
bers to take a greater interest in the gen- 
This has been shown by 
the number who have sent in their assess- 
ments of 10 cents per inch. The amount 
paid into the treasury of the Association is 
certainly a very encouraging indication, 
and to-day, for the first time in its history, 
the Paper Manufacturers’ Association has 
a bank balance in the hands of its treasurer.

This assuredly marks progress. 

We have been told by members of the 
various local associations that they could 
not see how the general association could 
assist them; that they had their own or- 
ganizations and worked among themselves 
as they saw fit. While we can understand 
this feeling, we are satisfied that those who 
express it are not alive to the advantages 
of a well-organized general body. The Na- 
tional Association, as now constituted, does 
not propose to attempt to interfere in any 
manner with local organizations, nor does it 
intend to try to fix prices and control pro- 
duction. All of these matters are outside 
of its purposes and functions.

ing national association, the trade will have 


|asociety which will combine all of the 


varied interests in one homogeneous whole, 
which will command the respect and atten- 
tion of all, and exert an influence which 
can conduce to the general welfare. 

It is unnecessary to enumerate all of the 
advantages to grow outof such an organi- 
zation, of which—while, during the past, 
it has for various reasons failed to work 


out its full mission—we have great hopes 
of future usefulness, 

We sincerely trust that every paper ma- 
ker who has not already enrolled himself 
will send in his name without delay, hand- 
ing to the treasurer the nominal assessment 
which is required to make him a member 
in good standing. 

It is said to be the intention at the next 
meeting to admit only members who are 
regularly on the roll. This is proper. 
There is a respectable fund already in the 
treasury, andif paper makers want to avail 
themselves of the benefits which associa- 
tion may be able to confer in these de- 
pressed times, they should certainly be 
called upon to contribute their-share to its 
support.

Leslie C. Wead has been contributing to the 
Oswego Palladium a series of articles descrip- 
tive of his visit to the United Kingdom last 
summer. These sketches are bright and inter- 
esting and show that paper makers are capable 
of taking rank among “ them literary fellers.” 
I welcome Mr. Wead to the ranks, and beg 
leave to suggest that now that he has got his 
hand in at writing, he might give us some 
practical ideas on paper making, or contribute 
a value essay at the next meeting of the Paper 
Makers’ Association. 


Your Holyoke correspondent, talking about 
base-ball, asks: ‘‘Shall we see the New York 
and Boston nines this season?”

A new construction of the tariff. The Trea- 
sury Department decides that paper bags are 
subject to duty at 15 per cent. ad valorem, as a 
manufacture of paper, and not at 40 per cent, 
under the chuse relating to bags composed 
wholly or in part of flax, hemp, jute, gunny 
cloth, or other material. Paper is obviously 
not ‘‘other material.” 


I find much information and some amusement 
in the decisions of the Treasury Department. 
Mr. Folger says that istle is the dried fibre of 
a species of the American aloe or century plant 
procured by reducing the leaves to a pulp and 
then drawing out the fibre. It is used in the 
manufacture of baskets, brushes, &c. Now, 
here is a good paper-making fibre, Iam sure, 
What becomes of the baskets after they are no 
longer available for carrying purposes? I have 
never seen any that I know of, but the fact is 
apparent that they are made from the imported 
fibre. If their manufacture amounts to any- 
thing there ought to be considerable of them 
available for the paper mill. 


I wish to remark that the Secretary of the 
Treasury decides that istle is not an edible fibre. 
How about the festive goat ?

THE PAPER TRADE.—The general con- 
dition of the trade has undergone little or 
no change since last week, and the situa- 
tion with most of our city dealers is still 
characterized by quietude and an absence of 
that nervous energy which usually attends the 
active and profitable employment of capital. 
There is a continued disposition shown among 
the small dealers throughout the country to buy 
cautiously and thus throw the onus and expense 
of carrying supplies upon the large dealers and 
manufacturers at the primary sources of sup- 
ply. Some of the most careful and conserva- 
tive men in the trade, whose long experience 
gives weight to their opinions, do not look for 
any radical or permanent improvement during 
the spring or summer months. They think that 
a better adjustment of the supply and demand 
will no doubt be found necessary, but while the 
existing conservatism of trade is very aggrava- 
ting they hold that it is a healthy and encour. | 
agingfeature. In the line of print paper, while | 
the season of the year is close at hand when the 
demand usually slackens, there is an exception 
in a year of Presidential election, and although 
there has been no improvement resulting from | 
this cause as yet, manufacturers and dealers are 
hopeful that the political campaign will help 
them out considerably. The large daily papers 
have not of late duplicated their orders for 
paper to the extent that had been expected, but 
no doubt this will become quite pronounced 
before we enter on the summer months, and the 
consumption will be kept up to good proportions 
until after the election in November, which will 
bring us almost to the close of the year. What- 
ever changes in prices have been made during 
the past week have been unimportant and values 
throughout rule fairly steady, the most apparent 
weakness being in wrapping papers and straw 
boards. 

JUTE BUTTS.—There is no business doing in 
round lots and we hear of only jobbing sales of 
good paper quality at 2 5-l6c., and very poor 
quality at 244c. The market closes firm at 2 5-16c. 
to 25¢c. for good paper butts and fair jobbing 
demand. Bagging butts are 2¢c. to 2%c., with 
some considerable sales, aggregating 2,500 bales 
on private terms. The Hectanooga, from Liv- 
erpool, brought 1,283 bales, paper quality, which 
have been sold since their arrival. The St. Ro- 
nans, from London, brought 1,500 bales, which 
were sold previous to their arrival; and the 
Ashland, from Calcutta, 5,500 bales, of which 
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all except 1,500 bales were sold prior to their 


arrival. 


WOOD PULP.—We hear of exceptional in- 
stances where manufacturers have most of their 
product engaged for some time to come, but, as 
a general thing, the supply seeking a market 
was probably never larger, and prices are weak 
and irregular. Excellent makes of Spruce 
Ground Wood Pulp are to be had for 2c., and 


although the best brands are quoted at ic. to 


gc, higher, it is rather difficult to find buyers. 
Poplar Ground Wood Pulp is so little called for 
that the price is nominal, 1%c, to 1?<c. about 
representing it. 


WOOD FIBRE.—There has been a moder- 
ately fair demand for chemical fibre, and prices 
have ruled steady ; otherwise, there is no fea- 
ture worth mentioning. Bleached is still 
quoted at 444@4/c. and unbleached at 3 @3%c. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 

The transactions since our last show only 
insignificant proportions, and the controlling 
features of the market are about the same as 
noted a week ago. Paper makers still appear 
unwilling to provide for more than their cur- 
rent requirements, and a disposition is begin- 
ning to show itself to curtail their output to 
some extent, and to prevent if possible any in- 
crease in the supply of paper awaiting an out- 
let into the channels of consumption. As far 
as values are concerned, the changes which 
take place from week to week are very slight 
and are scarcely noticeable, but taking the 
period of the past six weeks, there has undoubt- 
edly been a weakening of $1 to $2 per ton. The 
supply here has been augmented this week by 
quite large arrivals, a considerable portion of 
which is said to be going into warehouse, and 
we bear murmurings of dull trade from houses 
who very seldom acknowledge it. The arrivals 
during the past week aggregate 7,753 bales and 
bags, embracing 6,268 bales Rags, 1,037 bales 
Old Papers, —— bales Wood Pulp, and 448 bales 
Manillas. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—The large supply of 
foreign stock here and increasing supplies of 
domestics, together with a lighter demand from 
manufacturers, are all sufficient reasons why 
this market does not improve, yet the present 
condition of the market is not disappointing to 
anyone who has carefully watched the course 
of the trade for the past six months. No. 1 City 
Whites range from 4 5-l6c. to 4.37¥¢c., and No. 2 
do. from 2.31c. to 2.37}¢c. We hear of a fair 
sized lot of good No. 2 Whites selling at 2.30c. 
prompt cash. Seconds are still 1}<c. to 14¢c., No. 
1 Cotton Canvas 4c. to 4%¢c., and No. 1 Linen 
do. at 3%c. to 3c. 


BAGGING, &c.—Importers and dealers do not 
report much if any improvement in Gunny Bag- 
ging, and the market continues to rule dull, but 
prices are without quotable, 2c. about represent- 
ing the market for ordinary brands and 2 1-16c. 
for the best known marks of Manchester accord- 
ing to quantity. Manilla and Jute Rope are 
without any feature and prices are nominally 
steady. We note sales of 50 tons No. 1 Man- 
chester Gunny at 2 1-16c., 25 tons No. 1 Burlap 
Bagging at 1.90c., 20 tons Jute Rope, at 2 7-16c., 
30 tons English Manilla Rope at 3 1-16c. and 28 
tons Domestic Manilla Rope at 3 3-16@3\c. We 
hear of about 1,000 bales Calcutta Thread Waste 
sold on private terms. 


OLD PAPERS.—The market is still weak and 
irregular, and prices for almost every grade are 
nominal. Supplies are accumulating daily, and 
for grades such as Commons, prices are really 
so low that they will scarcely bear transporta- 
tion any distance. We quote: Solid Book Stock, 
24@2c.; No. 1 Hard White Shavings at 3%c. ; 
No. 1 Soft White do. at 344@3¥c.; Mixed do., 
2%c.; Ledger Stock, 24% @3}¢c.; Light Book 
Stock, 14@1c.; Folded News, 13g¢@1}¢c.; No.

Southern Clay, though quiet, 
is held steadily at $12@12.50. 

COAL.—The Anthracite coal trade may be 
said to be in better shape than it was ten days 
or so ago, and we may now look for some buying 
for account of future want. Saward’s Coal 
Trade Journal says: ‘‘Apparently the man- 














agers have now come to the conclusion so long 
desired, that of making the tonnage to fit the 
market, and not waiting until the market isin 
a bad way before making the tonnage to meet 
the requirements. It is not to be expected that 
this year will be one of very great activity, for 
there are many points operating against such 
acourse. We hear, and have heard for some 
time, of there being nu snap in the trade, but 
when the tonnage account is footed up, there 
seems to have been a pretty respectable amount 
disposed of. It is apparently just such a condi- 
tion of affairs which is likely to continue 
through the next three months, at least. When 
so much is said of the distress of the working 
miner, it is well to observe that the tonnage 
produced is nearly as good as last year, and the 
fact should not be lost sight of, that in the Wy- 
oming district, at least, he is being paid as good 
@ rate per ton as when coal averaged 40 per 
cent, more than it now does.” Bituminous is 
meeting with rather better attention, and the 
tone of the market is stronger. Scranton at 
Hoboken is quoted at $3.80 for Lump, Grate and 
Egg; $4.15 for Stove and $4 for Chestnut.

Obituary. 











Atvin J. JOHNSON. 


Alvin J. Johnson, the publisher, died on April 
22, at his home, No. 9 East Sixty-fourth street, 
New York, of Bright’s disease. He was born in 
Wallingford, Rutland County, Vt.,on Septem- 
ber 23, 1827, and was the eldest of twelve 
children. After working on the farm until the 
age of sixteen he went to school at Black River 
Academy, at Ludlow, Vt., and the next winter 
taught school. Mr. Johnson, in 1853, became a 
canvasser for C. C. Colton’s atlas, and after the 
panic of 1857 succeeded to the business. He 
brought out Johnson’s ‘“‘ Family Geography,” 
with Guyot’s ‘‘ Physical Geography,” and 160,- 
000 copies were sold. Mr. Johnson published 
Dr. West's ‘“‘ Analysis of the Bible,” which was 
reconstructed by the Rev. Dr. R. D. Hitchcock, 
and over 425,000 copies of the work were 
printed. ‘‘ Johnson’s Encyclopedia” was pro- 
duced at the suggestion of Horace Greeley, and 
the work, in four volumes, selling at first for 
$51, cost $350,000 for its publication. Mr. John- 
son amassed a fortune estimated at $1,000,000. 
He was a member of the late Dr. Chapin’s 
church, and was an intimate friend of Horace 
Greeley. He leaves a widow, a son, and two 
daughters. 





CaLVIN WHITING. 

Calvin Whiting, superintendent of the Massa- 
soit Mills, Holyoke, Mass., died of pneumonia 
on Thursday, April 17, at his home on Pleasant 
street, that city. He has been in broken health 
since January 2, when he had a slight apoplec- 
tic attack. He was a veteran among the prac- 
tical paper makers, having been in the service 
as superintendent since 1850, when he took that 
position at D. & J. Ames’ mill at Chicopee Falls. 
He was engaged by the Greenleaé & Taylor 
Manufacturing Company in 1853 to oversee the 
building of their mill at Huntington, the Ches- 
ter factories. He remained there till 1867, 
when he went to Weat Cummington, and then 
to Philadelphia, and has been connected with 
the South Holyoke Company and the Massasoit 
Company since 1871. Mr. Whiting was a native 
of Amherst, where he was a tanner, and was 
for some years a clerk for the Connecticut River 
Railroad Company in this city. He wasa mem- 
ber of the Episcopal Church, of steadfast honor 
and integrity in every relation of life. He 
leaves a widow, a son and two daughters. 





EDWARD O, JENKINS. 

Edward O. Jenkins, the publisher, died of 
pleuro-pneumonia at his residence, No. 187 West 
Forty-fourth street, New York, on April 20. 
He had been ill about a week. Mr. Jenkins was 
born in Abergavenny, Wales, September 18, 
1817. His father, John Jenkins, came to this 
country in 1820, and settled in this city. Ed- 
ward entered the printing-office of the New 
York Hvangelist,as an apprentice, in 1832. After 
learning the printer’s trade he entered the em- 
ploy of 8S. W. Benedict, one of the leading prin- 
ters at that time, and became the manager of 
the establishment. In 1844 he began business as 
a printer on his own account at No. 114 Duane 
street. He published the American Review, 
conducted by George H. Corbin, the American 
edition of Blackwood, and many law reports, 
and rapidly acquired an extens ve business, He 
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removed into more commodious quarters, in 
Frankfort street, in 1858, but his establishment 
was soon afterward destroyed by fire. He next 
purchased the printing establishment of Bil- 
lings Brothers, 20 North William street, which 
he conducted until his death. 

Mr. Jenkins was an ardent Republican in poli- 
tics, but persistently declined to accept nomina- 
tion for office, and particularly disliked the use 
of the ‘‘ machine” in politics. He was a mem- 
ber of the Board of Education in 1872 and 1873, 
and manifested a deep interest in the cause of 
education. He became a member of the Riv- 
ington Street Presbyterian Church at an early 
age, and remained in that congregation some 
time after its removal to Second avenue and 
Fourteenth street. Subsequently he transferred 
his membership to the West Presbyterian 
Church, of which the Rev. Dr. Thomas 8. Hast- 
ings is pastor, in West Forty-second street. 
Mr. Jenkins leaves a widow, three sons and 
three daughters.

CONTSITUTION. 

ARTICLE 1. This association shall be called “The 
American Paper Manufacturers’ Association.”” It 
shall consist of all manufacturers of paper in the 
United States who shall subscribe to this constitution 
and comply with its provisions. 

Art. 2. The officers shall be a president, six vice- 
presidents and a secretary, who shall act as treas- 
urer, and who shall perform the duties usually be- 
longing to their respective offices. 

Art. 3. The vice-presidents, representing each 
class of manufacturers, shall call a convention of 
the class he represents, and shall act as president 
ex officio of that class till so organized, and after 
their organization shall be the representative of his 
division on the board of officers of the national con- 
vention. 

Arr. 4. The president, six vice-presidents and sec- 
retary shall be a central executive committee, whose 
duty it shall be to arbitrate upon all questions re- | 
ferred to them by the executive committees of the 
different divisions, or coming before them by appeal, 
and to decide such other matters as may properly 
come before them, and their decision shall be final. 

Arr. 5. The headquarters of this association shall 
be at Springfield, Mass. The association shall hold 
meetings annually on the last Wednesday of July of 
each year, to be called at such place as the Central 
Executive Committee may determine, notice being 
give at least one month in advance. 

Art. 6. The members of this association shall be 
separated into six divisions. The headquarters of 
each division to be located by a majority vote of 
members of each division. Members shall attach 
themselves to such divisions as may represent the 
grade of paper made by them under the following 
names: Writing paper, book paper, news paper, 
manilla paper, straw paper and boards. 

Arr. 7. The officers of this association shall be 
chosen te ballot ateach annual meeting, and shall 
hold their respective offices for one year, or until 
their successors are elected. 

Art. 8. It shall be the duty of the executive com- 
mittees of the respective divisions to carry into 
effect the action of the general association, and to 
consider and arbitrate upon all questions and mat- 
ters arising within their respective division under 
any agreement made between members of this asso- 
ciation, and to call together the members of the 
association in their respective divisions when it is 
deemed necessary to carry out the business of the 
general association. Their decision shall be subject 
to an appeal to the Central Executive Committee. 

Arr. 9. In all meetings of this association each 
person, firm or corporation being the owner of a mill 
or mills shall be entitled to one representative and 
one vote. 

Art. 10. The Central Executive Committee shall 
have power to make assessments upon the members 
to pay necessary expenses, and such assessments 
shall be apportioned according to the capacity of 
mills represented. 

ArT. 11. This constitution may be altered or 
amended at any annual meeting by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present. 

Art. 12. Special meetings of the association may 
be called at any time by the Central Executive Com- 
mittee giving not less than two weeks’ notice of the 
same, and on the application in writing by any two 
executive committees of divisions to the Central Ex- 
ecutive Committee such special meeting shall be 
called.

AT-Law. 


I. 

The anti-patent sentiment annually displayed 
by the House of Representatives, and this year 
embodied in some peculiarly objectionable bills, 
adds cogency to the question of the real relation 
of the inventor to the public. When legislators 
regard the creators of wealth as subjects for in- 
vidious restriction, it is time for those who make 
legislators to investigate the question for them- 
selves. A brief survey may be best conducted 


from the three points of view of the relative re- | 


ward of the inventor, the utility of even small 
improvements in promoting the interests of cap- 
ital and labor, and the true source of the peren- 
nial assaults made upon the rights of inventors 
and patentees. 

As concerns the first of these, the history of 
every industry furnishes proofs by the score. 
A few examples from different industrial arts 
will illustrate the truth that the profit to the in- 
ventor is only a fragment of that which falls to 
the share of the public at large. A patent rail- 
way brake, largely litigated a few years ago, 
was shown to have saved $62,000,000 to the rail- 
way companies during the term of the patent, 
and, of course, this economy continued after the 
expiration of the patent ; but the inventor is 
understood to have received practically nothing. 

During the late war the government saved 
four millions of dollars in the cost of horse- 
shoes from Burden’s machine for making them. 
This was only one item of the saving to the pub- 
lic. But Burden worked at horse-shoe machin- 
ery for twenty years before the successful ma- 
chine of 1857 was completed. He, however, 
was more fortunate than most inventors, for he 
at last made some nine hundred thousand dol- 
lars out of the business. The copper-toed shoe 
saved from six to twelve million dollars an- 
nually, to the public in wear and tear of foot 
gear. After fourteen years of waiting. the in- 
ventor made $67,000 out of it. The Waterman 
process of tempering wire reduced the cost from 
$3 a pound to three cents. A paper folding- 
machine saved two million two bundred and 
forty odd thousand dollars in fourteen years to 
the book and newspaper trade. In these cases 
the inventors’ profits were a small percentage

years ago a fourteen-year patent was granted 
for an improvement in lead pipe. The in- 
ventor made $14,000 out of it all told, but the 
public has profited about a quarter of a million 
every year. An inventor made $22,000 in four- 
teen years from a patent on stoves; in that 
period the invention saved to the users $275,000 
in fuel. The wire bottle-stopper fastening yield- 
ed the inventor $20,000 in nine years, and saved 
$9,000,000 to manufacturers of soda water and 
While 


| the inventor was making $1 from the patent, 
| the public was making $450 from the invention. 
| The open slot iron tie for cotton bales netted the 





inventor less than five thousand dollars, while 
in thirteen years it saved the cotton trade a 
million and a half. Stewart’s sugar process 
yielded him less in fourteen years than the sugar 
manufacturer made from it every six weeks. 
The Cahoon lamp burner saved the public $3 in 
lamp chimneys for each solitary cent it yielded 
the inventor. The Bigelow carpet loom profited 
the patentee only 10 per cent. of what it profited 
the public during the life of the patent. Years 
ago the Hoe press saved in twelve months $260,- 
000 in one New York newspaper office alone.

Its stock is washed 
and cleansed from sand, grit and dirt, and its 
boards are said to be extra thick for the num- 
bers. 


The ‘‘ Red Room” is the latest addition to the 
very handsome suite of offices now occupied by 
the Hudson River Paper and Pulp Company, 
on the first floor of the Tribune Building, which 
now comprises three as beautifully fitted-up 
rooms as is used for business purposes by any 
house in the paper trade in this city, and doubt- 
less elsewhere. The furniture of this room is 
upholstered with Russia leather, and is in keep- 
ing in other respects with the color of the paper 
hangings. The Blue Room adjoins the Red 
Room, and is only used on special occasions, 
as, for instance, to receive and negotiate 
with paper-stock dealers. Paper buyers are 
shown into the Red Room. 


An order has been passed by the Board of 
Health of Boston, Mass., instructing the port 
physician at quarantine concerning Egyptian 
rags, as follows: That no rags coming from 
Egyptian ports shall be passed at quarantine 
unless accompanied by the certificate of the in- 
spector at such ports setting forth the following 
facts: First, name of inspector ; second, name 
of consignee in the United States; third, the 
place where the rags were disinfected ; fourth, 
the process of disinfection, which shall be by 
one of the following methods: A—Boiling in 
water for hours under a pressure of fifty pounds 
per square inch. B—Boiling in water for four 
hours, without pressure. C—Subject to the 
action of confined sulphurous acid gas for six 
hours, burning 11¢ to 2 pounds of roll brimstones 
in each 1,000 cubic feet of space, with the rags 
well scattered upon racks. Fifth—The in- 
spector’s tag, marked. ‘‘ Thoroughly inspected,” 
shall be accepted as evidence that they have 
been properly treated.
